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ALCULATIONS of the Taxes 
paid by a private Family of 
0 Bae] cach Rank, Degree, or Claſs, 

cſſeem to be of no other Ule 
than to amuſe a few curious Men; as any 
Perſon, who is deſirous of knowing how 
much Money he pays for Taxes, may ſa- 
tisfy himſelf without much Trouble, or 
Difficulty. | 

Bur notwithſtanding the Facility of 
making ſuch Calculations, it is difficult 
for any Perſon to find out how much 
Money he-pays for, or in conſequence of, 
Taxes; and tais Difficulty ſeems to have 
been, increaſed by the Manner in which 
the Subject hath been treated, by ſeveral 
Perions who have wrote upon the Taxes 
.of this Kingdom.

Tus Perſons ſay, that the Money 
paid for Taxes, or in the increaſed Prices 
of Commodities, and of Labour, cauſed 
thereby, amounts to Twelve or Fourteen 
Shillings in the Pound, on the Incomes, 
or Expences, of the People of England: 
but how thoſe Perſons could find out the 
ſeveral Things which are neceſſary to aſ- 
certain what Number of Shillings in the 
Pound are paid for, or in conſequence of 
Taxes, by all the People in this N ation, 
is to me a Myſtery. +. 

Fon in order to determine this Matter, 
it is requiſite to know, what Number of 
People there are in the Nation; how 
much Money their Incomes, or Expences, 
amount to; how much the Prides of 
Commodities, and of Labour, have been 
inereaſed by means of Taxes; and how 
much Money is annually paid. for Taxes 
by the whole Kingdom :—of which four 
Things, I cannot find that more than one 
of them is yet certainly known, and that 
is, the Amount of the Money annually 
paid for Taxes by the whole Kingdom. 
As to the Number of People, the A- 
mount of their Incomes, or Expences, 
N and

and the Increaſe cauſed by Taxes in the 
Prices of Commodities, and of Labour, 
they ſtill continue Subjects of Diſpute ; 
and though many ingenious Men have at 
different Times treated of them, yet they 
differ in their Calculations, or Sentiments, 
and who is right, or who is wrong, is 
doubtful and uncertain. 

Tur Number of People in England and 
Wales, has been calculated by Captain Jaun 
. Graunt, Sir William Petty, and Mr King, 
(ſee Dr Davenant on The Ballance of Trade 
and the Calculations made-by theſe three 
ingenious Men, differ from each other, 
near a Million. 

Carratix Graunt calculated the Num- 
ber of People to be Six Millions four hun- 
dred and forty Thouſand, in the Year 166r. 

S1R William Petty calculated the Num- 
ber of People to be Seven Millions three 
hundred and ſixty nine Thouſand, in the 

Year 1682. 
Ap Mr King calculated the Number 
of People to be Five Millions five hundred 
Thouſand five Hundred and twenty, in the 


Year 1688. 
TRE 
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Tur medium Rate of Expences of the 
People of England; has likewiſe been cal- 
culated by Sir William Petty, and the be- 
forementioned Mr King. , 

S1R Wilkam Petty calculated the Ex- 
pences of each Perſon to be Seven Pounds ; 
a Year upon an Average. 

Mx King calculated the ſaid Expences 
to be Seven Pounds nine Shillings and 
three Pence a Year for each Perſon. | 

AnD the Increaſe cauſed by Taxes, in 
the Prices of taxed Commodities, is rated 
by Dr Davenant at double the Amount of 


the Taxes laid on them; for he ſays, 


„that where the Law puts One Penny 
« Duty, the Trader or Retailer, in his 
« Price, adds another for himſelf.” See, 
Diſcourſe on the Revenues, Part I. Page 1 53. 

Now if any Perſon can tell which. of 
the foregoing Calculations are right, or 


make other Calculations, whereby. the 
Number of People, the Amount of their 


Incomes, or Ex pences, and the Increaſe 
cauſed by Taxes in the Prices of Commo- 
dities, and of Labour, may be aſcertain- 


ed; ſuch Perſon will be able to determine 
hour

how many Shillings in the Pound, the 
Money paid for, or in conſequence of, 
Taxes, takes out of the Incomes, or Ex- 
pences, .of the People. of this Nation, but 
to do it without previouſly. knowing the 
before mentioned Things, is impoſſible. 

Ir a Gentleman ſhould aſk how many 
Shillings in the Pound he pays for Taxes, 
out of his Income, or Expences, and any 
Perſon ſhould pretend to tell him, without 
knowing the real Amount of the two latter, 
and his manner of Living, &c. ſuch Gen- 
tleman certainly would not be fatisfied 
with what that Perſon ſaid ; becauſe his 
own Reaſon would inform him, that the 
Amount of his Income and Expences, 
and his manner of Living, were neceſſary 
to be known, in order to determine how 
many Shillings in the Pound he paid for 
Taxes: and if ſuch an Anſwer would be 
unſatisfactory in regard to a private Fa- 
mily, it muſt certainly be ſo when applied 
to a Kingdom. 

CAPTAIN Graunt, Sir William Petty, 
Dr Davenant, and Mr King, are univer- 
ſally allowed to have been very ingemous

habe been of great Uſe-in many Reſpects: 
but J apprehend that ſuch ſort of Culcu- 
lations are too ſlender a Foundation to 
build upon ſo far as to aſſert, that three 
« Fifths of every Man's Income, who

. < in Taxes, to the Support of Govern- 


<« ment: including the Conſequences of 
« ſuch Taxes,, in the advanced Price of 
* Labour, and of Goods univerſally.” 
or, that Manufacturers, and Labourers, 
pay y Fourteen Shillings for Taxes, out of 
every Twenty Shillings they gain by their 
Induſtry, or Labour. 

Wnanar Weight ſuch Aſſertions may 
have had with the generality of People, 
I cannot pretend to ſay, but by what 1 
Have heard concerning them, they ſeem 
to be generally believed; and it was this 
that firſt put me upon thinking, whether 
ſome Way or other might not be found 
out, to know how much Money is really 
paid for, or in conſequence of Taxes: and 
whether it might not be done in ſueh a 
Plain manner as to make every Man of 
common good Underſtanding, a compe- 


tent Judge of the Matter, ſo far as relates 


to him or his Family; as it was eaſy to 


foreſee, that if only a few Perſons could 
tell

tell whether what was done, was right or. 
wrong; moſt People would ſtill continue 
in doubt, or ſuſpect it was only an At- 
tung to impoſe upon them. 

Tux Recollection of ſome general Facts 
concerning the Prices of Living and of 
Labour, fully ſatisfied me that the Pay- 
ments for, or in conſequence of, Taxes, 
could not poſſibly amount to Fourteen, 
or Twelve Shillings in the Pound, upon 
the Incomes, or Expences, of the People 
of this Nation; and it required very little 
to find out the ill Conſequences 
which either have attended, or may attend 
a general Belief that the Payments for, 
or in conſequence of, Taxes, take a much 
greater Part of every Perſon's Income, 
than they really do. 

 ASSERTING that the Payments for, or 

m conſequence of, T axes, take 'Twelve, 
— Fourteen Shillings in the Pound, out 
of the Incomes, or Expences, of the Peo- 
ple of England; is aſſerting in other Words, 
that they have no more than Eight, or 
Six Shillings in the Pound, out of their 
Incomes, for their own proper Uſes and 
Benefits. 

AND though aſſerting one or other of 
theſe Things doth not prove them to be

true, yet while ſuch Aſſertions have the 
ſame Weight as Proof, with all ſuch Per- 
ſons as believe them; and the Effects 
wrought thereby, in the Minds of ſuch 
Perſons, will be the ſame in Quality and 
Degree, as if they were Produced by Fact 
inſtead of Fiction. 

By ſuch Aſſertions, the Value of many 
Eſtates in this Kingdom may be depreciat- 
ed in the Opinions of the Gentlemen wow 
own them. 

By ſuch Aſſertions, People of the mid 
dle or inferior Claſſes, may be prevented 
from purſuing with Aſſiduity the Means 
to make future Proviſion for _ Fami- 
h es. 4 * 

By ſuch Artie Induſtry may be 
Priory and Labour diſcouraged, among 


Manufacturers and working People. 


By ſuch Aſſertions, People are induced 
to entertain unhappy —— concerni Ng 
Government. 

By ſuch Aſſertions, and Inferences 
drawn from them, People have been made 
uneaſy about the Trade of the Nation, 
and induced to believe it is in Danger of 
being ruined by thoſe very Laws which 


are a princi pal Means of preſerving it.

- AnD by ſuch Aſſertions, the Ability of 
the Nation to maintain War, 1s diminiſh- 
ed 1 in the Opinion of the People. 

Sve are the ill Conſequences which 
may reſult from publicly aſſerting, that 
People pay much more Money for, or in 
conſequence of, Taxes, than they really 
do pay; and the Poſſibility of any ſuch 
Thing's happening, ſeemed to me a ſuffi- 
cient-Reaſon for contributing my Mite to 
prevent them, by making and publiſhing 
Calculations of the Taxes paid by one Family 
of each Rank, Degree or Claſs. 

Ir I could have met with any Calcula- 
tions of the ſame kind, it is extremely pro- 
bable there would have been fewer Errors 
in mine ; but whatever Errors there may 
be, they will be eaſily found out, as every 
one of the following Calculations are in- 
dependent of the other: ſo that any Per- 
fon who may be deſirous of examining 
into the Calculation made for that Rank, 
Degree or Claſs, which he is of, need not 
regard any of the other Calculations ; and 
the moſt conſiderable Taxes are either ſe- 
parately expreſſed, or ſo claſſed, that I ap- 
prehend it will not be difficult to go thro' 
ſuch an Examination.

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© IT is not to herein thee theſe Cal- 
culatious, or any others of the ſame kind: 
will ſhew the exact Sum that each Family. 
pays for Taxes; becauſe Families of the 
ſame Rank, Degree on Claſs, do not all.

nn, do not all pay alike for Taxes. 

Bur if the Faxes on conſumable Com- 
mti can be calculated, for Families of 
each Rank, Degree or Claſs, ſo as to come 
within Two Pence or Three Pence in the 
Pound of the Money which thoſe Fami- 
lies really pay out of their Incomes, for 
ſuch Taxes, I apprehend it wilt be ſuffi- 
cient ; and though the ſame cannot be 
done in regard to the Land- Tax, yet this 
will ſignify little, as every Gentleman, or 
other Perſon, who hath an Eſtate in Land, 
knows how much the Tax upon it amounts 
to, and conſequently he cannot be milled 
by the Land-Tax being put at'the nomi- 
nal Rate.
